themselves so formidable as to produce much 
dn-ad in a country 3,01)0 miles away. 

The Times is calm and augumeiitatlre, 
the Observer takes the most practical ground 
and thinks no action may be expected, since 
neither party would be tbe gainer by it, and 
tbe Telegrab's articles on the subject are so 
oontradictory as to be baffling to the ordi- 
nary reader. In tha duba and among busi- 
ne« man tha general opinioa appears to be 
tbat tbe Canadians are bores or even nui- 
sanois, provoking aggression and threaten. 
ing the provoked party with UU tha retalia- 
tory fulve of English arms. 

All agree, however, tbat tbe tannta and 
thrsatithat are oroaaing the Atlantic in 
both direotiona will make bad blood be- 
tween the two ooontries tor aoma time to 
come, and undo the effort! oC tbe atatesmen 
in botb England and Amarloa to simplify 
rebitions oonoeming tbe anormoua and 
mntoally profltaUa traiBc batweaa the two 
nattom.

rhe Well Known Aotor Olea at His Home 
la CosweeUant. 

STAMroRD, Cona, Bapt I— Tha well 
known actor, Leater WaUaok, died at t :20 
a. m., from tbe effects of an apoplaotle stroke 
received 'Wednesday. 

LesttT W'allack was the favorite son of J. 
\V. Wai; i''; tIio came to America ff.in 
England in l-^IS 
and pla yt (1 s\u\r 's- 
fully in New York 
for nuuiy yearn. He 
org;anize<l the W'al- 
lack stock company 
in In a play 

tben produced a 
youi'g attor ap- 
peared who was 
named on tbe bills 
"Mr. Lester." He 
speedily became a 
favorite, and soon 
WAUACK. came out under his 
own name of Lsster Wallaok, and for thirty 
vaan delighted tha people ot Haw Tdik with 
his nndltion of oharaotar. 

In IM waa produoad Lsatsr WaOack's 
own oompoaition, tba oalabrated "Rosedale, 
or tta Bide Ball," a play that has not yet 
died, and probabljr wfll not ba entirely lost 
for many yean to ooBMi In this play Lester 
Wallaok won lanrala Miongb both aa play- 
wrigtat and actor to wttktf one of ordinary 
ambition without my otbsra. He waa still 
young, at least in middla age, liandaomaaaa 
piotore, and waa aapaoiiaUy ilttod for bis part 
—Elliott Gray— whioh he had doobtleas pre- 
pared for bit own rsndition. Tbe play bad 
a run of 185 succwiTe nights, an unprece- 
dented ro oo— for those days of short runa. 

In 1804 tbe rider Wallaok died, and Leater 
WaUaok became manager. For fourteen 
years he continued at this post, the theater 
being closed under bis management in 188U 
Tbe preeeut Wallack's, on Broadway and 
Thirtieth street, was opened two years later. 

Mr. Wallack was a prominent member of 
the Lotus club ot New York, and well 
known in literary and theatrical cirolea

A Site Tor a Befage Camp ChcMon Seven 

Hlles From the Stricken City— Two 
Hundred Henses to Be Built for the Ac- 
commodation of Refugees— the Oltlae>:s' 
Coaunltteo tsena an Appeal to the Peo 

pie of the United StHtci fur FtSttds to 
Fight the Yellow Sconrge. 

JACKSOirviLLn, Fia., Sept 7 .—There were 

fifty otie new cases of fever in Jacksonville 
reiKirted Wednesday, aud five deaths. 

There has been six deaths in the peat eigh- 
teen hours and twenty-throe new oaaaa, 

Tbe committee to locate and astabliab a 
refuge camp an 1 bull 1 'i'X> hou s e s , have sj- 
lected a huge pine knoll seven miles west of 
the city, on tbe railroad. Tbey have bought 
forty aerH of land, and will lay out a town, 
drive wells and eommanoa building two 
room houses at once. 

Tbe place will be called Camp Mitchell. 
It is expi-<.'t<fl to lie ready for refugees in ten 
days. It will have a postoffice, express 
oince, and other facilities, and will be well 
equipfiad and poUoad. Two hundred tents 
will arrive from tba KSy Wat rafugaa camp 
of last fall, on Egmont Key, in a few days, 
for the refugee camp In-joiid Sand Hills, on 
Montcrief c iv, k 

It is stated tliat Camp Perry will be en- 
larged and materially improved, but few 
respectable dtiaana will take their familiss 
there, owing to p wsa n os of many negro 
rougha 

About three hundred yards from the main 
oanip is the hospital, in which there is at 
present only one oaae, a Mrs, MoKee, who 
It doing well A large wall tent, which 
holds four beds very comfortably, lias been 
erected, and Mrs. MoEee will be moved from 
the littla tent, where she baa been lying, into 
the new tent to-day. 

Dr. Wise has taken charge of the hospital 
camp, and ha oartainly seemed to be the 
right man in tha right place. He intends to 
have what Is nooassary, ' and will stand no 
nonsensa He ia at the fame time a worker, 
and as tbe colored people up there who are 
living free refused to work for fifty cents a 
day, he, tvith bia own bands and the assist- 
ance of his three nurses, hi building a wooden 
cottage on the grounds. Another example 
of government mismanagement is that the 
three professional nurses from FSnsaoola 
are males, though a female waa also re- 
quisitioned for, Md tba only patient here is 
a female.
